REGISTRATION FACTS 

A record total of 17,486 students registered for 
the Fall 1971 semester in 3,126 sections. The 
average number cf students in undergraduate 
sections is 25.74, while the average number 
enrolied in graduate sections is 16.18. The average 
for both graduate and undergraduate sections is 
24.09 students. There are 60 sections on campus 
where there are 50 or more students; 27 of these 
sections have over 100 students 

As of Oct. 20, 87,637 units changed hands by the 
Add/Drop system. The figure is approximately 
100,000 by this time, or roughly half the total 
units taught on campus. Last semester, the college 
averaged 2.3 changes per student; this record also 
is in jeopardy.
